This month, renovations and addi 
bons to the student services building 
began and will continue through the 
summer.

The program focuses on three areas that are 
most pertunent to students: nutriuon, fitness and 
sess. “It's a perfect circle, and if you can clean 
up one of those areas, you can have a nice 
balance,” said Winter. 

During a half-hour appointment, a counse 
lor speaks to the student about one of the three 
components. In stress management, students 
are given general information about their stress 
response. Wellness interns discuss how to cope 
with stress, relaxaion therapy, ume manage- 
ment skills, reduction of test anxiety and 
asseruveness training. 

“What I like to start off with is to idenufy 
things that stresses them, because they don’t 
realize that any change can be difficult,” said 
W inter 

The Wellness Program started at Sacra- 


mento State in 1982 under a committee to help 
a vanety of people for services. In 1984, the 
committee revised the program format that is 
provided today 

Laurie Bisset-Grady, director of Educational 
Programs at the Student Health Center, was one 
of the original committee members. She said that 
the program offers ways of prevenuon rather than 
treatment. “Very often people don’t use health 
services unl! they ve ill, We deal with them while 
they're healthy,” she saad. 

Bisset-Grady added that students need to be 
made aware of the free services and how their fees 
are being spent. “It's really quite a deal. Students 
pay $38 per semestes for full benefits at the Health 
Center,” she said. “Outside, vou're looking al 
spending about $100 to $15 for the same ser 
vices.” 


Because of the commuter populapon at CS US 
most students are sull not aware of the services 
provided. But those who know can take advantage 
of the benefits 

“Parents of students like to know we're on 
campus, because students are out of the house for 
the first ume and we help them with information 
Winter said. 

W inter also remarked that a lot of students feel 
invincible when they're al a young age and don't 
realize that damage to one’s health is accumula 

ve. ‘It's an ethical choice to be healthy. Most 
Amencans have a homble chet but a lot of places 
are Slarting to look at wellness as an important part 
of health care,” Winter sand.

At long lasi, the highly controversial, long 
awaited internal audit of the Multi-Cultural 
Center is complete, and people across the 
Sacramento State campus are breathing a 
collecuve sigh of relief that, whatever its 
findings, it is finally done. 

University officials were hoping the final 
audit would put to rest issues regarding the 
center's financial propriety, but there are still 
unanswered questions that hang over the 
controversial topic. 

Like why an $8,700 project to build a 

" mock slave ship for African-American 
History Month last year did not go out to 
public bid even though California State 
University policy demands it. 

Why cight of the travel advances provided 
by the center for students did not include 
receipts for uckets or accommédations and 
yet were not included in the university 
auditor's reports of financial irregularities. 

Why éven in the face of numerous admin- 
istrative oversights and loose ends, university 
officials are not concerned about what ap- 
pears to be a pattern of at best benign admin- 
istrative neglect by the director of a university 
program with an $130,000 annual budget and 
at worst may be flat out disregard for univer- 
sity Checks and balances. 

Questions that center Director Suzanne 
Brooks raised herself in the now infamous 
Associated Students Inc. funding meeting 
regarding travel money and how it's spent are 
Still just that —- questions. 

Topping off this interesting bit of mixed 
news, university President Donald Gerth 
supplied a cover letter to the published audit, 
addressed to the “campus community.” In it, 
he not only states the audit's results ought to 
be enough to satisfy those who have been 
following the issue of the embattled center 
director but further asks that those reading his 
words “refocus our energies toward the future 
in a direction compatible with our common 
goals and objectives.” 

This seems to imply administrative ac- 
countability is not compatible with the 
university’s mission. It also seems to say that

Suzanne Brooks, herself. And the Horuet has 
never, ever called anyone a name, even when 
its staff has been accused in a very persona! 
way of engaging in a racist search-and 
destroy mission. 

The only name calling that has gone on in this 
whole mess has been that of university adminis 
trators who have not wanted t9 look at their own 
poor management of programs and their spend 
ing practices. Thai three years’ worth of admin 
istrative errors occurred unchecked is wrong 
and if it is wrong to simply print the words of a 
university program director in the paper, then 
there are bigger problems than last invoices 01 
missing receipts.
